DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments, see Arguments, filed December 28, 2009, with respect to claims 
9-20 and 32-47 have been fiiUy considered and are persuasive. The rejection of said claims has 
been withdrawn. Specifically, the cited prior art fails to teach a hole injecting layer directly 
contacting both the anode and cathode of an OLED. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 9-20 and 32-47 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
independent claim 9, the prior art fails to teach or suggest, "a first layer and a second layer 
each generating holes; a third layer containing a light emitting material; and a fourth layer 
generating electrons, wherein the first layer is in direct contact with the first electrode, the 
second layer is in direct contact with the second electrode," in conjunction with the remaining 
limitations of said claim. 

Regarding independent claim 13, the prior art fails to teach or suggest, " a first layer and 
a second layer each containing a P-type semiconductor; a third layer containing a light 
emitting material; and a fourth layer containing an N-type semiconductor, wherein the 
first layer is in direct contact with the first electrode, the second layer is in direct contact 
with the second electrode," in conjunction with the remaining limitations of said claim. 

Regarding independent claim 34, the prior art fails to teach or suggest, "a first layer 
generating holes over and in direct contact with the first electrode... a second layer

generating holes over the fourth layer; and a second electrode over and In direct contact 
with the second layer," in conjunction with the remaining Umitations of said claim. 

Regarding independent claim 39, the prior art fails to teach or suggest, " a first layer 
containing a P-type semiconductor over and in direct contact with the first electrode... a 

second layer containing a P-type semiconductor over the fourth layer; and a second 
electrode over and in direct contact with the second layer," in conjunction with the remaining 
limitations of said claim.
